Price,  president  of  the  Union 
Board,  presented  a  general 
statement  on  the  views  of  the 
“New  Left”  or  “the  student 
hang-up”  views  concerning  the 
reasons  for  student  dissatisfac¬ 
tion.

Dear  Editor, 

In  the  Oct.  29  editi<m  of  the 
Missourian  there  appeared  a 
letter  to  the  editor  signed  by 
a  John  Price.  He  condemned 
the  political  organizations  on 
campus  for  (1)  not  voicing 
their  candidates’  opinion  at  the 
Open  Forum  and  (2)  not  dis¬ 
tributing  leaflets  or  mimeo¬ 
graphed  sheets  stating  their 
candidates’  views.  Mr.  Price 
was  in  a  quandary  as  to  wheth¬ 
er  or  not  the  political  parties 
were  lazy,  elitists,  or  non-back- 
ears  of  their  candidates.

ulty’s  responsibility  to  stimu¬ 
late  students  in  thoughts  and 
discussion.  Price  believes. 

“We’re  expected  to  act  as 
adults;  yet  we’re  not  given 
adult  responsibilities,”  Price 
stated.  He  added  that  many 
students  do  not  want  respon¬ 
sibility,  but  there  are  those 
who  do  want  it  and  will  “work 
for  the  betterment  of  society.” 

“Those  who  want  to  deal 
with,  the  problems  on  this 
campus  arc  in  the  minor¬ 
ity,”  Price  said.  “Those  in 
charge  of  the  educational 
systems,  in  viewing  the 
student  body,  too  often  take 
into  consideration  only  the 
majority.  Therefore,  when 
resp<Misibility  is  not  given 
to  those  who  would  value 
it,  there  is  a  reaction.” 

In  closing.  Price  said  that 
students  who  take  responsibili¬ 
ties  in  college  should  develop 
into  the  leaders-  of  tontorrow. 

Mr.  Hotderson,  a  social  sci¬ 
ence  instructor,  examined  the 
problem  of  student  discontent 
in  li^t  of  the  AAUP’s  state¬ 
ment  on  the  Student  Bill  of 
Rights. 

Paternalism  was  one  term 
used  by  Mr.  Henderson,  in  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  student  body’s 
situation  in  this  college  com¬ 
munity. 

The  educator  went  on  to  say 
that  society  has  two  sets  of 
rules  —  those  rules  placed  up¬ 
on  a  person  when  he  grad¬ 
uates  from  high  school  or  “the 
rules  at  large,”  and  those  more 
resti-dctive  rules  placed  on  the 
“intellectual  elite”  in  the  col¬ 
lege.

Since  the  'mene- 
tary  rewards  seldom  ent- 
wclgh  the  amount  of  mon¬ 
ey  spent  on  the  dccor- 
attoBS,  do  you  feel  these 
spcelal  projects  are  neces¬ 
sary  for  a  sneccssful 
Homecoming?  What  arc 
your  suggestions  fOr  get¬ 
ting  more  peofAe  Involved 
in  Homecoming?  W’hat  re¬ 
wards  do  yon  think  Home¬ 
coming  offers? 

Do  you  think  that  the  good 
points  of  Homecoming  out¬ 
weigh  the  less  desirable  ones? 
Also,  students  were  asked  to 
check  the  events  they  attend¬ 
ed:  variety  show,  parade, 
game,  and  dance. 

In  reply  to  the  question  con¬ 
cerning  monetary  rewards,  an¬ 
swers  were  given  both  pro  and 
con.  Most  of  the  students 
agreed  that  the  special  projects 
are  necessary  for  a  successful 
Homecoming. 

Randy  Troutman  pointed  out 
that  the  house  decorations, 
skits,  and  the  parade  are  a 
tradition  at  all  college  home¬ 
comings.  Frank  Ray,  junior, 
staled,  “Without  floats  and 
decorations,  Homecom¬ 
ing  would  seem  a  little  less  ap¬ 
pealing.” 

Another  student,  however, 
called  house  decorations  “a 
farce.”  She  said,  “The  only 
people  that  see  them  are  the 
ones  who  want  to  take  the  time 
to  work  or  drive  out  to  find 
them.” 

Most  students  who  were 
questioned  agree  that  more 
people  should  be  involved  in 
Homecoming,  but  pointed  out 
that  the  opportunities  are  not 
made  avaUable.  Kay  Kerwin, 
freshman,  suggested,  “People 
want  to  feel  needed,  and  when 
they  do  help  they  want  to  be 
encouraged  and  noticed.  Those 
in  chai’ge  of  committees  need 


only  to  ask  people  for  their 
help  and  get  them  interested.” 

Others  said  that  the 
monetary  rewards  arc  in¬ 
adequate  and  more  people 
would  participate  if  they 
were  greater.  One  senior 
girl,  along  with  many  oth¬ 
er  uninformed  students,  did 
not  even  realize  that  mone¬ 
tary  prizes  were  included 
with  the  trophies. 

Some  of  the  polices  believe 
that  a  more  lenient  policy  on 
homework  should  be  enforced 
by  the  faculty  during  Home¬ 
coming  week.  By  doing  so,  stu¬ 
dents  would  be  relieved  of  the 
pressures  of  major  tests  and 
could  exert  more  effort  on 
Homecoming  projects. 

The  majority  of  the  students 
agreed  that  the  good  points  of 
Homecoming  far  outweigh 
the  less  desirable  ones.  The  in- 
dividu^  achieves  s^-satisfac- 
tion  and  tidies  pride  in  his 
group’s  work,  while  organiza¬ 
tions  receive  honor  and  pres¬ 
tige,  several  suggested. 

Givmg  a  different  view,  Lw- 
ry.  Gustafson  pointed  out,  “At 
the  present  about  all  one  can 
expect  is  a  trophy,  maybe  a 
small  amount  of  money,  but 
very  little  recognition  after  it 
is  all  over.” 

Others,  however,  took  a 
warmer  feeling  about 
Homecoming.  Dave  Erick¬ 
son  said,  "Each  person 
who  takes  part  in  Home¬ 
coming  preparation  has 
gained  something  that 
kooks  can  never  teach  us. 

He  has  gained  experience 
(hat  will  be  valuable  in  the 
future.  He  perhaps  also 
has  had  a  taste  of  victory 
or  learned  to  bounce  back 
from  tlcfcat.” 

Agreeing  with  Erickson, 
Marie  Smith  emphasized, 
“E  V  e  n  if  an  organization 
doesn’t  win,  the  members  still 
get  the  feeling  of  accomplish¬ 
ment.  The  whole  student  body 
should  feel  some  sort  of  pride 
that  the  students  are  willing  to 
work  because  they  care  that 
Homecoming  is  a  success.” 

Although  many  of  the  alti¬ 
tudes  toward  Homecoming  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  negative,  it  is  evi¬ 
dent  by  student  attendance  at 
Homecoming  events,  that  the 
weekend  is  far  too  important 
to  be  eliminated. 

As  one  freshman  girl  con¬ 
cluded,  “On  the  whole.  Home¬ 
coming  is  a  memorable  event 
that  everyone  likes  to  remem¬ 
ber  and  look  forward  to  the 
next  year.  It  is  one  of  the  big 
events  that  really  pulls  the 
school  together  and  creates 
spirit.”  ^

Faculty  Council  Is  Academic  in  Nature

The  second  article  in  the 
series  of  MSC  committee  ex¬ 
planations  deals  with  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  Council. 

The  Faculty  OouocU  consists 
of  nine  faculty  members  elect¬ 
ed  by  the  faculty,  Dean  Leon 
F.  Miller,  chairman,  and  Dean 
Charles  H.  Thate,  secretrnry. 
The  nine  faculty  representatives 
are  the  voting  members  of  the 
couT'.cil  and  are  elected  for  a 
ti’.ree  -  year  tenure,  with  three 
being  elected  each  year. 

Most  of  the  business 
handled  by  the  group  is 
academic  in  nature  relat¬ 
ing  to  course  sequences, 
newly  proposed  majors  or 
minors,  general  study  re¬ 
quirements,  changes  of 
'  course  credit,  and  any  oth¬ 
er  changes  In  academic 
policy. 

When  items  are  presented  to 
the  Faculty  OouacU,  they  are 
discussed,  their  implications 
and  boundaries  coostdered,  and 
a  vote  taken.  An  affirtnative 
vote  by  the  council  on  any  is¬ 
sue  represents  a  recomm^ida- 
tion  of  aq>proval  to  the  total 
faculty  for  referendum.  A  neg¬ 
ative  vote  by  the  oouncil  kiBs 
the  issue,  and  it  does  not  oonie 
before  the  total  faculty. 

Normally,  the  Faculty  Coun¬ 
cil  has  a  liberal  point  of  view 
and  will  send  an  issue  on  to 
the  entire  faculty  for  consider¬ 
ation,  even  though  the  consen¬ 
sus  of  the  council  is  negative. 

When  a  proposal  is  not  clear 
or  is  an  issue  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  would  not  deal  with  juris- 
dictionaUy,  it  wiU  go  back  to 
the  source.

Tile  Faculty  Oouncil  is  also 
concerned  with  faculty  welfare.

Individual  fac¬ 
ulty  m^nbers  can  bring  these 
things  to  the  council. 

An  example  of  an  issue  re¬ 
cently  processed  by  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  Council  was  the  policy  of 
releasing  student  grades  at  the 
end  of  the  semester.,  Institu- 
ticnal  policy  determine  by  the 
faculty  does  not  permit  individ¬ 
ual  faculty  members  to  release 
final  gra^s  to  students  at  the 
end  the  semester.  This  is 
to  be  done  through  the  Regis¬ 
trar’s  office.  This  was  initi^y 
passed  by  the  faculty  to  avoid 
burdening  conference  sessions 
with  students  during  the  hectic 
examination  period.

standard  which  is  ntft  plac¬ 
ed  on  the  high  school  grad- 
uate  be  imposed  on  an  in- 
tellectnal?”  Mr.  Henderson 
asked. 

The  professor  explained  the 
actions  taken  by  the  AAUP  on 
student  rights.  In  the  early 

•  1960’s  the  AAUP  published  a 

'IP  bill  of  rights.  A  draft  commit- 

■  tee  was  called  by  the  AAUP 
to  Washington  in  June,  1967,  to 
compile  a  “realizable”  set  of 
rules  for  students.  Numerous 
influential  student,  faculty,  and 
administrative  groups  attend¬ 
ed  the  meeting. 

In  the  preamble  of  the  re- 

•  suiting  draft,  a  definition  of  the 
academic  institution  and  rea¬ 
sons  for  its  existence  are 
stated. 

The  reasons  for  the  institu¬ 
tion’s  existence  aa-e  said  to  be 
“for  the  transmission  of  knowl- 
ege,  the  pursuit  of  truth,  the 

'  development  of  students,  and 
the  general  well-being  of  socie¬ 
ty.” 

The  AAUP  states  that  no  im¬ 
pediment  should  be  placed  be¬ 
tween  the  student  and  the  reali¬ 
zation  of  these  purposes  of  an 

•  institution  of  higher  education. 

Respecting  the  confi¬ 
dences  of  students  is  im¬ 
portant  to  Mr.  Henderson. 
He  said  tliat  this  idea  is 
sometimes  taken  too  light¬ 
ly.  “When  a  student  talks 
ta  me,  that  information  is 

IP  privUeged.  I  am  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  talk  to  my  col¬ 
leagues  about  what  some 
student  has  told  me  or  what 
he  has  said.  I'  must  respect 
him.” 

‘"nie  tendency  to  want  to  in- 

•  elude  counseling  matters  or 
disciplinary  matters  in  tran¬ 
scripts  —  that’s  a  horror!” 
Academic  records  should  be 
kept  separate  from  counseling, 
psychological,  or  disciplinary 
records,  the  social  science  pro- 

^  fessor  sakl. 

Wilson,  student  body  presi¬ 
dent,  concluded  the  panel  ad¬ 
dresses  with  a  discussion  of  the 
legal  aspects  student  rights. 

Citing  the  judicial  standards 
•et  up  by  the  Western  District 


Court  of  Missouri,  the  student 
leader  pointed  out  three  min¬ 
imal  requirements  which  apply 
to  cases  of  severe  student  dis¬ 
cipline. 

First,  the  student  should  be 
^ven  adequate  notice  in  writ¬ 
ing  of  the  specific  ground  or 
grounds  and  the  nature  of  the 
evidence  on  which  the  disci¬ 
plinary  proceedings  are  based. 

Second,  the  student 
should  be  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  a  hearing  in 
which  the  disciplinary  au¬ 
thority  provides  a  fair  op¬ 
portunity  for  hearing  of  the 
student’s  position,  explana¬ 
tions  and  evidence. 

The  third  requirement  is 
that  no  disciplinary  action  be 
taken  on  grounds  which  are  not 
supported  by  any  substantial 
evidence. 

Wilson  then  related  the  above 
standards  to  a  few  of  the  pro¬ 
cedures  adopted  by  the  nation¬ 
al  AAUP  in  student  discipline 
actions. 

These  procedures  included 
the  establishment  of  a  hearing 
committee  which  consists  of 
faculty  members  and  students. 
They  require  the  submission  to 
the  student  of  a  written  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  reasons  for 
the  proposed  disciplinary  ac¬ 
tion  in  sufficient  time  to  insure 
opportunity  to  prepare  for  the 
hearing.  Also  assured  are  the 
right  of  the  student  to  be  as¬ 
sisted  in  his  defense  by  an  ad¬ 
viser  of  his  choice,  with  the 
burden  of  proof  to  rest  upon 
the  officials  bringing  the 
charge;  and  the  right  of  the 
student  to  testify  and  to  present 
evidence  and  witnesses.  The 
decision  of  the  hearing  com- 
.  mittee  should  be  fin^,  subject 
only  to  the  student’s  right  of 
appeal  to  the  president  or  ulti¬ 
mately  to  the  governing  board 
of  the  institution. 

The  Student  -  FacuKy  Disci¬ 
plinary  Committee  was  singled 
out  by  Wilson  as  an  example 
of  one  of  the  ways  in  which 
MSC  has  met  student  rights. 
The  committee  consists  of  eight 
facidty  members  and  five  in¬ 
dent  members, .  with  one  non¬ 
voting  chairman  who  is  on  the
